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1. Applicant's election with traverse of Group IV in Paper No. 14 is 
acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that the examiner has not 
established that the groups are drawn to different inventions. This is not found 
persuasive because the previous restriction requirement clearly sets forth the 
rationale set forth in the M.P.E.P for restricting different inventions.. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

2. Moreover upon further consideration of the elected group a further 
election is deemed to be necessary as the invention of group IV contain 
claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of the claimed 
invention: All of the species listed in claims 7 and 12. All of these antibodies 
are directed against distinct antigens which have unique structures and unique 
functions. Furthermore, the antibodies produced against these antigens are 
structurally and functionally unique and do not cross react. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. § 121 to elect a single disclosed 
species for prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if 
no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. Currently, claims 4-7, 10-12 are 



generic. The claims will be examined only to the extent that fcappft^-to the 

elected antibody.
